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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as per applicants arguments to improper 
hindsight, examiner argues that Ladden is teaching that the codecs do no optimally code speech for use in speech recognition, and to 
remedy this, is to shift the recognition into a localized device; furthermore, one can argue that applicant's gleaned their motivation to 
perform this operation from the Ladden reference, since the Ladden reference has an earlier filing date then applicant's disclosure. As per 
applicants arguments against non-analagous art, examiner notes, as noted by applicant, that Ladden is concerned with switching between 
algorithms that improve speech recognition - Kimura is also concerned with improving speech recognition, including concern regarding 
processing power and speed (col. 1 and 2). As per applicants argument against Ladden, examiner argues that Ladden teaches 
parameters to the local device from a remote device because it would advantageously use a more powerful speech recognition algorithm 
located at the base/local station rather than a less than ideal codec that is located at the wireless device (Ladden et al (5855003), col. 1 
lines 12-20). As per the remaining arguments filed, examiner argues that Kimura teaches stored standard pattern data for speech 
recognition for voice commands, the combination of Kimura in view of Ladden teaches the claim limitations (Ladden teaches the location, 
Kimura teaches the recorder operation), Kiura entire disclosure is about a remote control that has button including recording commands 
(i.e., a remote control with buttons), and examiner notes that if "Kimura did not teach a control device", then how would a remote control 
function as a controller? . 
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
